less the  information  given  me  is  incorrect,  the  list  printed 
herein,  includes  the  entire  relationship  up  to  date  of  .

Ijtrust  that  the  system  of  indexing  I  have  used  will 
be  found  sufficiently  plain,  so  that  each  member  of  the 
Swartz  family  may  be  able  to  follow  his  ancestry,  and  at

Historical  Sketch  of  the 
Swartz  Family 


At  the  time  the  first  reunion  of  the  Swartz  family 
was  held  a  historical  sketch  had  been  prepaied  and  was 
read  by  Katie  Swartz,  it  being  a  part  of  the  program  of 
that  day's  exercises.  „  ,       ■ 

Some  desirable  facts  and  information  were  then  and 
have  since  that  time  not  been  available  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  a. careful  search  of  the  records  of  the  Swartz  family 
has  been  made  in  order  to  obtain  them.  What  facts  and 
mformatioir  have,  however,  been  obtained,  are  herein 
briefly  presented. 

We  of  this,  and  later  generations  would  appreciate  it 
had  our  fathers  and  ancestors -left  us  a  complete  record  to 
refer  to  at  this  and  future  times,  but  it  may  be  presumed 
that  they  were  too  busy  or  that  they  gave  no  thought  to 
family  records  and  trees  for  future  use. 

Family  reunions  are  with  us  a  comparatively  modem 
idea,  and  no  doubt  never  were  thought  of  bv  our  ancestors" 
because  reunions  were  not  in  vogue  then.  But  even 
though  the  idea  is  modern,  family  gatherings  are  com- 
mendable. They  serve  to  strengthen  the  family  con- 
science and  bring  into  closer  touch  the  memories  of  the 
same  flesh  and  blood,  in  short,  lead  to  a  more  united 
family. 

It  has  been  only  too  true  that  many  meet  with  their 
relatives  and  friends  only  upon  occasions  such  as  funerals 
or  weddings.  Why  should  not  a  day  be  set  apart  to  give 
and  do  honor  to  our  ancestry  and  progeny,— a  day  to  think 
of  our  kindred  with  whom  we  are  here  to  jouraey  for  but 
a  short  time.  - . 

If  we  could  live  forever  here  we  would  care  nothing 
for  each  other.  The  fact  that  we  must  die  brings  our 
souls  together  and  treads  the  weeds  from  out  the  paths 
between  our  hearts.  -  "      .,

But  since  the  prime  purpose  of  this  sketch  is  not  a,_;'-v;,' 
eulogy  on  our  ancestors,  but' rather  a  presentation  of  such- 
facts  and  information  of  the  Swartz  family  as  has  thus 
far  been  obtained,  I  shall  proceed  therewith  as  follows: — ■_ 

The  original  home  of  the  Swartz  family,  that  is,  the 
home  of  our  ancestorsof  four  generations  ago,  was  in  the 
Province  of  Wiirtemburg,  Germany.  ' 

This  statement  seems  reliable  and  authentic  for  it 
was  taken  from  the  church  records  of  their  home,  and  is 
further  attested  by  the  passport  issued  at  the  time  of 
their  emigration  to  this  country,  these  two  documents  be- 
ing now  in  the  possession  of  Katie  Swartz.  \  '   ". 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  name  of  the  pastor  of 
the  church  home  at  Weidach  who  furnished  a  copy  of  the. 
family  register  in  1831  was  Schwarz". 

Of  the  earliest  of  the  Swartz  family  we  have  only  the 
names.  They  are  George  Frederick  Swartz,  a  fanner  and 
weaver,  who  resided  at  Weidach,  Wiirtemburg,  Germany, 
and  his  wife  Anna  Catherine,  whose  maiden  name  was

We  are  next  able  to  trace  with  more  accuracy  the  fol-:^ 
lowing  generations,  namely  the  history  of  the  son  of  thesej:

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parents.  He  was  John  Frederick  Swartz,  who  was  born 
November  23,  1790,  at  Echterdingen,  and  baptised  the"" 
same  day.  His  occupation  was  that  of  farming.  On 
January  24,  1815,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Anna 
Catherine  Metzger,  which  maniage  occurred  at  the  church 
at  Weidach.  The  bride's  parents  were  John  George  Metz- 
ger,  a  farmer,  of  Hof,  Wiirtemburg,  Germany,  and  his 
wife  Barbara,  whose  maiden  name  was  S^hwarzin.  This 
John  Frederick  was  the  first  member  of  the  family  to 
emigrate  to  America.  The  passport  issued  by  the  Chief- 
of  the  Interior,  Griesinger,  was  dated  March  21,  1831,  and 
informs  us  that  he  left  his  homeland  April  5,  1831,  cross- 
ing the  boundary  of  the  Kingdom  of  Wiirtemburg  at 
Heimesheim  and  then  going  by  way  of  Carlsruhe,  Fort 
Lewis,  Paris,  and  Havre  De  Grace,  where  he  embarked  for 
his  future  home,  to  America. 

The  passport  gives  his  property  or  wealth  at  between 
?900.00  and  $1000.00,  or,  in  German  terms,  about  1800 
gulden.  At  the  time  of  his  emigration  he  was  described 
as  follows:  age  41  years,  5  feet  9  inches  high,  stout  of 
stature,  long  face,  healthy  complexion,  dark  brown  hair, 
gray  eyes,  small  mauth,  rather  poor  teeth,  and  straight 
legged.  This  is  not  a  substitute  for  a  photograph  but  it 
may  aid  those  of  the  Swartz  family  who  have  strong  ' 
enough  an  imagination,  to  picture  to  themselves  their  first 
ancestor,  who  helped  to  determine  their  lot  and  home. 
If  he  had  stayed  in  Wiirtemburg,  Stony  Ridge,  Ohio,  and  - 
surrounding  territory'  might  have  had  a  different  com- 
plexion, 

•  -  At  the  time  of  emigration  there  were  six  children  in 
this  family,  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  eldest 
of  these  was  John  Frederick,  who  was  eighteen  years  of 
age  when  he  came  to  this  country.  Catherine,  13  years, 
Eva  Barbara,  who  later  became  the  wife  of  Daniel  Snyder^ 
age  10  years,  Dorothy,  v.-ho  became  ]\Irs.  George  i\Iiller! 
Sr.,  6  years,  John  George,  who  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
resided  on  a  farm  in  Webster  Township,  age  5  years,  and 
John  Jacob,  who  lived  and  died  in  Medina  County,  Ohio, 
age  2  years.         -  • 

The  family  settled  in  Liverpool.  Medina  County,  Ohio,  - 
at  the  time  of  their  emigration.     Here  another  son  was 
bom,  namely,  Lucian,  who  remained  on  the  old  farm'after 
the  balance  of  the  family  left  fhat  section,  and  who  died 
at  the  age  of  51  years.  ^  _  ,  - 

From  this  point  it  shall  be  my  purpose  to  separately 
trace  the  families  of  each  of  the  above  named  seven  chil- 
dren and  their  descendants,  whose  father,  John  Frederifk 
Swartz,  first  emigrated  to  America  in  April,  1831,  their
